Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Three Stories 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The film poster is not approved because of the depiction of the graphic results of violence linked 
with nudity, which sexualises the violence to a high degree. A naked woman is shown lying in a 
casket with her throat slashed. Her breasts and pubic hair are visible. Because of the limited 
impact of the remaining images on the poster and the graphic nature of the depiction of the dead 
woman, the reader's attention is immediately drawn to it. 

The Classification Office is of the view that the high degree to which violence is sexualised 
together with the graphic depiction of the results of violence means that, if the poster were 
submitted to the Classification Office under s13(1) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 it would be classified as objectionable. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1993 has been considered in classifying the film poster. The 
Classification Office is of the opinion that the classification of the film poster is a justifiable limit on 
the freedom of expression that is prescribed by law given the manner in which violence is 
sexualised.
